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HUNS PaY
FOR EVERY GAIN

DETAILS OF FIRST WEEK OF THE
GREAT BATTLE TELL OF
BRITISH HEROISM,

OVERWHELMED BY NUMBERS

Flercely Contesting Each Position,
Halg's Men Fell Back in Good Order,
Mowing Down the Advancing Foe
and Often Counter.Attacking.

London.—Detalls of the first week
of the great battle In France show
that, while the fighting has been more
#evere than In nny previous offensive,
there hng been no cnnse for pessimism,

The German losses have been' ter
rific, probably 200,000 casunlties hav-
Ing been suffered by the kalser's hosts
At such cost they won less than one-
third of the ground on which they had
counted. The morale of the British
troops hny been perfeoct throughaout
nnd they bave fought muognificently,

Million Germans in Action.

These facts stand out :

It I8 known that at feast 1,000,000
Germans were enguged on the whole
front of attnck. In the Somme aren
not lesy than 52 army divisions were
ldentifled, The British line suffered
its most mevere buffeting In  this
stretch, but was firm everywhere,

The Germans belleved that a loss
of 600,000 would be n cheap price for
suceess In the west, but with n loss
already of 200,000 there s no pros-
pect of thelr attalning the victory they
ook,

They regained all the ground lost In
the Cambral battle and have taken
back sections of the territory taken
from them in the Somme offensive of
last yoar,

The fghting was not by any menns
A continnal German advance. The
British counter-attncked heavily and
fought for every foot of -ground.

Details of the Fighting.

In one battle on the extreme left
the employed not less than
nine divisions In an effort to break
through. For three days the three
|Britiah divislons held them st bay.
Finally, under welght of numbers, the
retired behind the line marked
rulned villages of Bullecourt,
Bast Noguell and Crolselles,

The next morning the Germans re-
mewed the attack, striking northward
from Fontalnelles and Crolselles and
Westward from Cherissy. They drove
in mass formatlon, wave after wave,
jtoward the helghts betweon Henin-sur-
iCojeul to Henin hill,

Two hours of drum fire, In which
Bas and high-explosive shells were
Infantry attack.
in the morning un-
til noon continuous waves of gray-clad
troops stormed the helghts.

British machine guns posted on the
ridge swept down Ilne after line of
Germans, By three o'clock In the aft-
ermoon the Teutons had succeeded In
pressing past Henin hill on both sides
and threatened to cut off the machine
gunners posted on the crests. Not
until then did the latter retire and re-
Joln the main Britlsh force.

Bimilar fighting was golng on at the
same time on the right wing. Tremen-
dous pressure was brought to bear
around Bt. Leger, Vaulx and Vrau-
court. It lasted all day.

At times under the German blows
the British lloe sagged heavily, but at
no polnt did It give way,

Desperate Defense of Vaulx.

A bitter battle was fought for pos-
sesslon of Vaulx, but British machine
gunners posted In the ruins of (he
village held the Germans nt bay, A
rulned factory served as m fortress
despite the shelllng to which It was
subjected,

Not until late In the afternocon was
it lmpossible for the British to hold
the town longer. Even then the re-
treat only went for n thousand yards
The British rear gunrd fought every
step of the way, and, returniug to the
main body, a counterattack was
lnunched agninst the Germons In pos-
session of Vaulx and the village was
regalned,

The fighting continued all night,
Fipally Vaulx had to be abandoned
before heavy night attacks, but only
because German forces bad pushed
past further up the line and were
driving to the attack of Mory.

Another bitter struggle was fought
around Crolselles. At Mory SBeottish
and knglish troops Inflicted tremen-
dous losses on the Germans.

Thelr previous bom-
burdment had had (ttle effect and the
British  troops had  suffered  Dbut
slightly,

The wenther wng misty, and, sereen-
ed by this mist, the Germans were
o top of the Britlgh before the Iat-
ter were aware of It. In dense for-
mation they eame on, offering excels
lent targets, Ground was ylelded by
the British only under pressure of
overwhelming numbers.

Herole Deeds af the British.
Fighting Saturdny between Arras
and Bapnume for possession of the
helghts between the Cojeul nnd Ben-
see rivers wans especinlly bitter. Out-
numbered elght to one, the British
troops clung to thelr positions to the
lnst,

In Gauche wood, where Scots and
South Afrienns were placed, another
terrific wtruggle ensued. The Ger
mans several times managed to reach
the wood but were repeatedly thrown
back, Thelr losses In killed were
especially heavy, ns they caome on In
mass formation, Attempt after at-
tempt was frustrated.

From a helght below Gauche wood
known as Chapel hill to Epephy three
German divislons and parts of a
fourth were thrown agalust the Brit
fsh. At one polnt the enemy was ac
tually among the British advance
post before he wns discovered, The
fog thoroughly screened him,

Waves of Germans flowed past the
farm and around it, but in the farm
itself the Lelcesters held out, fighting
and refusing to surrender untl) every
man was killed or so severely wounded
he could fight no more,

The Britlsh showed the greatest
strength between Bapaume and Pe
ronne and above Bapaume as far as
Arran. The Germans, however, con-
cerned with the southern flank, at the
Franco-British junction point, concen-
trated their most terrific blows against
the Peronne-Ham-Chauny line, relying
on the necesslty of an nutomatic Brit-
ish withdrawal Iin the north If thelr
line was bent or broken In the south,

Bapnume was an obstacle on the
northern slde, to capture which they
sacrificed thousands of thelr best
troops. Rivers of blood were shed for
the town's possession In s combat that
lasted almost all night, untll the
Hritish finally ylelded the rulns, after
having exncted a fearful price,

Kalser Orders Jubllation,

The kalser was with Feld Marshal
von Hindgnburg in Peronne surveylng
the bloody felds where thousands of
bis best fighting men were killed or
maimed bafore the British finally with-
drew. The smporor ordered n general
Jubflstion throughout the emplre
rockets and flags and a hollday for the
children being the chlef symbols of
celobration. He conferred n gold 1o
Inld Iron croes on Hindenburg,

Wilhelm nlgo sent dispatches to the
empress telling of the progress made
by his armies,

Great German Drive Slowed Up
and Allied Counter-Thrust
Seems at Hand.

AMIENS THE HUN'S OBJECTIVE

British Speedily Check Diversion At-
tack on Arras—French Stubbornly
Held Line on Oise—~Americans
Acquit Themselves Well—Uk-
rainians and Bolshevikl Re-
capture Odessa.

Another week of the bloodiest kind
of fighting fulled to bring to the Ger-
mans the real victory on which they
had so confidently counted, for though
the British and French armies had
been forced to yield further territory,
thelr lnes were unbroken and thelr
aplrits undaunted. As the German mil-
itary authorities, General Ardenne,
says, It Is not the capture of territory
that ean bring a decision, but only a
victory over and through the shatter-
Ing of the enemy's nrmies, So far from
being shattered, the allled forces,
wenry and battered as they are, are
full of confidence, and as this is writ-
ten are but awaltlng the opportune
moment to strike back with the big
army of maneuver which was placed
at the diaposal of the sopreme war
counell,

Amlens, n most important link In
the British line of communications,
appeared to be the real objective of
the Germans, and they were able dur-
Ing the week to push forward townrd
that eity, nlong the line of the Somme,
as far n2 amel, and a lttle further
north they took Albert and were hold-
ing It against flerce counter-attacks by
the British, To the sonth they had
pushed a sallent forward a little be
yond Montdidler, but there the French
eame back at them with such elnn that
they were checked and lost several
commanding positlons. Rast of this
sector the French troops held stub-
barnly ta thelr Jines along the Olag und
on Thursdny attacked dashingly south
of Noyvon and deove the enemy back
two miles nt the polnt of the bavonet.

Presumably this thrast at
Arras was maide to keep the British
from sending men snd guns to the sec
tor where thelr lines Join thosp of
the French, but it was quickly
blocked that it failed of lts purposs,
Extraordinarily hold and suceessful
wag the work of the BHritish sand
French aviators In thelr low-fying
hattle planes they flew In swarms cop-
tinuously over the battiefields and huck
of the Geérman Hnes. plaving havoe
with the enemy’'s trapsports and in
fleting heavy cnsualties In his pes
server, Battles In the alr were nnu-
merable, but the allled alrmen waln-
tained the upper hand always. The
artillerymen nlso distinguished them-
selves, sticking to thelr firlng (e the
list moment and usually saving their
guns when forced to fall back

On the whole. the developmepts of
the week were such ns 1o restors con
fidence among the allles, for though
the situstion was sUll critleal, it seem-
#d that Premier Clemenceau was right
when he sald that whatever might hap-
pen In the next few days, the enemy
could not win the path to the sea nor
the puth to Paris
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Just what part the American troos

have been playing in the Samme hattle
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hud not been made clear at the time
writing, but testimony their ex-
cellent fighting was given by a wound-

French cuptaln whe arrived In
Puris, “Entirely new in this war-
fure,” sald he, “the Americuns worked

lIke the hest vetornns.'

Some of Pershing's men, at least,
were moved over to the sectors left by
French troops who were sent farther
west to stéem the German advance. In
their own sector nenr Toul they had
a rather lively week of It, for the Ger-
mun  artillery shelled them continu-
ously and seemed to be preparing for
an Iafantry attack, The American
guns made effective response, and on
oceasion drenched the enemy positions
with gas shells,

There were Incrensing evidences dur-

Ing the week that the Itallan front Is

to be the scene of another Teuton
drive,  Alrplane observers reported
that heavy re-enforcements to the

Austrlan forces were belng hrought up
dally from the Roumnnian front, to
gether with numerous new pieces of
heavy artillery. Tn the mountuin see-
tion the artillery duels grew in In-
tensity, and everything polnted toward
un early effort to break through to the
plains In that reglon. It was supposed
the Austrians belleved the Italluns
would be dispirited by the German sue-
cesgses In France,

The “mirncle gun” with which the
Germans have been shelling Parls
from a distance of 76 miles turns out
to be a product of the Krupp works,
as Is proved by the kalser's message
to Doctor Krupp von Bohlen und Hal-
banch congratulating him on the sue-
cess of the new weapon. A German
ordnance authority says these extraor-
dinary guns are merely belng tested
on Pariz and have been bullt for the
purpose of bombarding London.

Another considerable victory was
scored Inst week by the British forces
in Mesopotumia, the entire Turkish
army Io the Hit area belng cuptured
or destroyed. In Palestine Allenby's
men continued thelr advance beyond
the Jordun, approaching the Hedjaz
rallway on which they heavily hombed
troop transport trains.

These sples, he sald, had weakened
Joints An the planes so that they col-
lapsed, nand he exhibited one of the
parts so tampered with to prove his
assertion. Mr. Overman advoecated
that the government commandeer the
Curtiss plant and turn out every one
of {ts present employees.

Following the debate In the senate
the shipping board Issued n statement
of its work, showing that since it
began its activities 188 vessels have
been lnunched, of which 108 have been
completed and put Into service. Of
the Inunchings, 108 were requisitioned
vessels and 23 were built for the board
on contract In new yvards, Kleven of
the launchings were wood. “Quantity
production will win the war, and that
Is what we are getting” sald Chair-
man Hurley., Negotlatlons for the
trangfer of 150,000 tons of Japanese

AND COST OF WAR

American People Must Lend Part,
or Pay All to Finance
Great Conflict.

BUYING OF LIBERTY BONDS

Liberal Loans to Government ls Ad-
vancing Financial Assistance to
Qur Children, Obviating Total
Cost by Taxation.

(By EUGENE P. LYLE, JR. of The
Vigilantes.)

Freedom comes high, belng n pre-
clous thing, Belng the most preclous
thing, it comes highest. No people Is
worthy of freedom that is not willing
and eager to puay dearly for it. In
fact, you will find no people possess-
Ing freedom that has not pald dearly
for it, and you will find no people con-
tnuing to possess freedom that does
not stund every ready to pay dearly,
over and over, to retaln it,

If this were not true, Belglum,
France, Italy and England with her
oversea dominions, would now be as
Russin today, If this were not
true, Ameriva would still be neutral,
contemptibly awaltiog her turn to pass
under the yoke,

Blood and treasure, angulsh and sae-
rifice—these are the coln we bring
to market ; thecoin we must pny, Yet
the coln may be, and, Is expressed in
dollars and cents, not alone a8 a sym-
bol of the real price we pay, but be-
cause this reul price would be wan-
tonly squandered, or pald in more
ghastly measure than need be, If the
cold, ealm, practieal business of dol-
lar-and-cents financing were not at the
heart of the herole transactlon,

Valnly would the soldier shed his
blood if he were not tralned and
equipped to make his blows count to
the utmost, and the cost of this train-
Ing and equipment I8 an item that may
be, and Is, expressed in an exact num-
ber of dollars added to an exact num-
ber of cents. His country must spend
precisely this amount to enable him to
defend her.

Consequently we of Amerlea are
now confronted with the biggest war
bill in history, One year of this war
Is costing us as much as all the wars
we hive had before added to all the
other expenses of our federal govern-
ment since we first won our freedom.

Lending to Qur Children.

Ungrudgingly, yes! Of that we are
proudly consclous that there I8 no
question. The one and only question
is the practienl question of finance
How ghall the money be found? We
ourselves must supply it, since It ean-
pot be borrowed elsewhere. But how?

The bill I8 too big 'to pay cush on
the nail as we go. And, furthertnore,
to pay all as we go would be just
nelther to ourselves nor to our pos-
terity.

It would not be just to ourselves
because we nlone will not be the bene-
ficlaries. The generations to come will
benefit—Incaleulably henefit In the Hb-
erties preserved to them—and It s
proper that they should be left to as-
sume a fair proportion of the debt
They are buying freedom today as
much as we. But we shall have to
lend them the money now to pay thelr
share. In lending to our government
in buylng Liberty bonds we lend to our
children ; and grotefully our children
will pay It off,

Any other arrangement would not
be just to them for the reason that,
should we strip ourselves bare to pay
all now, we would be erippled o pre-
paring our children for the ordinary
dutles of citizenship. Better far that
we retaln enough to so equip them for
success In life that they may without
undue hardship take over thelr guots
of this war's burden! Better for us,
and better for them!

Sound common sense, then, as wel
us equity, polnts the way. The war's
burden should be divided. Let us pay
In cash as heavlly as we wisely may—
that Is taxation. But the rest let us
lenve to the future beneficlaries, lend-
Ing them the money now—that I8 buy
ing Liberty bonds.

Freedom's Great Price.

The present moment I8 o good time
to contemplate what will huppen—In-
evitably happen—if we do not lend to
posterity ta help pay freedom's huge
price. Nothing is clearer than the al
ternative,

If we de not lend our government
what It asks of us In loans, then we
must consent that the total eost be
taken from us outright by tuxation--
even by u prorated econfiseation,

Before such an alternative even the
German, or pro-German, having prop
erty Interests in this country, should
rhoose o subseribe for Liberty bonds.
In our own self-Interest, apart from
the Issues vital 1o the integrity of our
[umn!lmul. we can do no leas—npo less

than lend (o the Inst cent we may pos
sibly save; und this not once werely,
but engh and every time that Unele
Ram n‘qm from his counting house to
tell us thut he must have more mones

Uncle Sum 1s tellilng us this now
He awalts our response, But he
not the only one who walts, Wherever
men are free or syffer to be free, thery
they awalt our response us the nnswer
to thetr hopes. And there |s yet an
other who walts=—the enemy.
